The Harriman roads, over which the
steel for the Sumpter Valley tracks
must come, refused to make a special
rate for the material, ana the Sumpter
Valley faced the necessity of paying
full freight charges, enough to serlous-
Iy cripple, financially, a much larger
corporation. Thus the matter stands.
A portlon of the grading has been done
and the Sumpter Valley management
has announced that it will build. But
